“Work is the greatest gift God has 
given to men. It fs the thing that 
makes everything else in the world 
worth while. To enjoy a vacation 
you must have worked hard for it. 
The most miserable people in the 
world are those whose life is a con- 
tinued vacation. 
tions in the world are those whose 


people can lie on their backs and let! 


the food drop into their mouths. If 
you ask men of experience and of a 
reasonable amount of succes %@ 
think over those who made thet 
selves most useful in the community 
fn all the various activities of life 
they would say the reason was that 
they worked hard, worked consistent- 
ly and worked intelligently.” 

These were the words of Hon. Wtl- 
Mam Wililam H Taft, ex-president of 


the U.S.A., which seemed to “catch | 


fire’ with the hundreds of Univer- 
aity students and the public of Ed- 
monton, assembled tn convocation hall 


at the University Saturday night, as | 


Mr. Taft delivered a lecture on “get- 
ting on” and preached the gospel of 
honest toil in any department of life 
a3 @ means of sure and certain suc- 
cess. Self government from the na- 
tional point of view for a free people 
was also discussed by the speaker, 

Convocation hall was packed to the 
doors long before the distinguished 
speaker came upon the platform and 
when he began to speak at 8:16 hun- 
dreds of people had collected outside 
the doors and lined the corridors of 
the hall eager to hear his words. He 
was gree‘ed most enthusiastically on 
this his first visit to the capital city 
of the province, For over an hour and 
a half Mr. Taft delivered an address 
which was as Chief Justice Harvey 
afterwards said, eo full of the spirit 
of humanity, broad in sympathy, and 
so clear, that the humblest mind, as 
well as the keenest intellect, could 
not fail to understand and appreciate 
{ts message. Enlivened by his effu- 
sions of wit and humor, Mr. Taft's 
message seemed to get “under the 
skin” of his hearers who were un- 
stinted in their signs of appreciation. 
One if His Pleasantest Experiences. 

Twenty-nine years ago, the ex-pre- 
sident said, he began to take up sutn- 
mer residences {n Canada, but he now 
found that that part of Canada where 
he lives in the summer {es as far re- 
moved from this part as ft is from 
his own country, and he declared that 
this visit to Edmonton was one of the 
most pleasant episodes of his life. 
He expressed his great pleasure to 
como to such an excellent University 
in this “far country” and to learn of 
its usefulness In meeting the needs 
of a society based on self government. 

For the real getting on in life the 
first element {s hard work, declared 
Mr. Taft in addressing himself to the 
young men and young women of the 
univeraity. It is the basis or can be 
made the basis of mora] character. 
It involves eelf restraint, the giving 
up of something for the task in hand. 
Every man who has succeeded looks 
back to hard work which at the time 
seemed drudgery to him. The art- 
ist, the editor, the teacher, the lawyer, 
the minister, who has really made 
out of himself what he ought, Mr. 
Taft said, would confirm his theory. 

Thoroughness is an element in suc- 
cess, said the speaker. That means 
hard work. “Gentlus fe in taking of 
infinite pains’ he quoted, and also re- 
ferred to the historic incident in the 
Ufe of Booker T. Washington, who 
in seeking admission to college was 
given the job of scrubbing the floor 
aad O14 tt with such infinite pains, 
care, and thoroughness, that {t was 
considered his right to admission 
after he had been denied entrance 
on the usual considerations, 

Loyalty to the job was another ele- 
ment spoken of. When in the em- 
Mloyment of someone, the speaker 
urged, whether that person be a pati- 
ent, a client, or a congregation, the 
work must be done with complete 
loyalty to the person with no though

rank, Mr. Taft magnified the tmport- 
jance of these tn the community and | 
Guciared, in spite of popular notivn, 
thut these are the men who realy 
make good in actual life. The isan 
who devoies himself to his studies 
and denies himself many of the plea- 
sures of the social activities of his 
student days, is the best man after 
all, and he will be the kind who will 
exercise sacrifice and self restraint in 
after-life. In speaking thus to under- | 
graduates of the present day, Mr. Taft | 
said he feit that they might look 
upon him as an “old fogie,’ who is 
just lecturing as if he knew it al! and, 
not up-to-date, but he knew tbat 
given fifty or sixty years of life, they 
would record their verdict with him. | 

Hard Work to Attain Success, 

Continuing his afgument for hard 
work as a means to attaining success, | 
the speaker referred to The Hampden | 
Industrial school for negroes, of which | 
he is the ghairman, and declared | 
that it was founded on the principle 
that work would give character, and 
showed that when labor is made, not 
the instrument for earning a living, | 
it becomes a moralizing element and } 
the greatest moral agent nature can 
give. Work also is a great leveler, | 
a@ great democratizing element. It! 
makes for equality, and the man with 
the power of concentration and teng- | 
city of purpose is the “horse to bet 
on in the race of life.” 

Mr, Taft also dealt with the ques- 
tion of thrift which is akin to work 
and sald it nag in it the element of 
self restraint, foresight and courage. 
It is wise, he said, to save a little 
here and a little there in these days 
when a million dollars is scarcely con- 
sidered a respectable amount to have, 

Manners, an important element in 
the cultivation of success, is not what 
it ought to be in these days, said Mr. 
Taft, who emphasized its vast im- 
portance, He defined it as an ex- 
pression of good-will towards ones 
fellowe.

Is popular self government @ gov- 
ernment by all the people? was the 
question raised. Tho speaker said 
that in the U.S.A. where they think 
they have that kind of govetnment, 
only thirty or forty milifon pesple out 
of the 100 million of a poulation 
really vote. That ts not government 
by all the people, Do the vas! major- 
ity who do not vote, govert them- 
selves. Those who vote re&Slly re- 
present those who do not vota. Self 


understood is not mathematicedly cor- 
rect. Therefore, we have a Majority 
rule and the minority submit to laws 
they did not make, 

There ia an error creeping tnto the 
minds of some men today, asserted 
the speaker, that if they have had no 
part in the making of the ws of 
the land they may break ther, That 
is whai the “gentlemen of the new 
era” are trying to do. They ant the 
recognition of the individual aid they 
are getting some recognition, “hought 
Mr. Taft, “chiefly because of the 
nuisance they are making of them- 
selves, If they do not receive re- 
cognition they take bombs and blow 
up things and demand recognition. 

Thus, self government becomes a 
difficult problem. It is not fit for all 
people, Russia has had her exper!- 
ence with it, and Mexico. The Anglo- 
Saxon peoples are suited to self gov- 
ernment because they have cultivated 
self restraint and a sense of justice. 

To be successful in government we 
losers, declared Mr. 
Taft. All must support the govern- 
ment put into power. The majority 
too’ must be good winners, and must 
seek to be of equal benefit to ail 
whether they voted with the majority 
or not.

Wages and Production. 


Mr. James Ramsey, M.P.P., told 
the Boards of Trade convention a 
few days ago that high wages in 
England have not increased pro- 
duction; that, on the contrary, 
there is a falling off in the output) 
of the factories as compared to| 
the pre-war scale. | 

England does not appear to be 
an exception in that  respect.! 
Everywhere wages are higher than 
they were six years ago. Yet in| 
most countries there is heard com-| 
plaint that industrial production!) 
is not up to the pre-war mark. 
Even discounting these views, it 
seems to have been demonstrated 
conclusively that high wages tak- 
en generally have not stimulated 
an inerease in output. 

Tha@is a serious matter. Seri- 
ous because the world is short of 
many commodities and the cost of 
living abnormally high, and the 
current rate of output does not 


to normal and the price down to 
normal in any reasonable time. 
But serious also because the higher 
rate of pay cannot stand as a per- 
manent betterment unless there is 
an increase in production to_bal- 
ance it. 

Tt will be of no use to wage- 
earners if the prevailing high rate 
of pay continues if the cost of liv-; 
ing remains also high enough to 


‘eat up all the difference and leave 


them in approximately the posi- 
tion they were at the lower pre- 
war rate. But if increase of pro- 
duetion is made to bring down the 
cost of living, while the rate of 
nay stays at or near the present 
figure, the position of the wage- 
earner will be materia!ly improv- 
ed. He will be able to live better} 
than he did, and better than he| 
is now able to do. 

It is not the amount of wages a 
man receives that determines the 
scale on which he is able to live, 
but the relation between the 
amount he gets and the cost of 
what he has to buy. People are not 
now able to live as well, or nearly 
as well, as they should be able to 
live on the present rate of income. 
Yet they will not be able to live 
better, even if this rate of income 
is maintained, unless the cost of 
living better is eut down by in- 
creased production. 

It is not economically possible 
to carry on production at increas- 
ed cost unless that increase is 


| made up; ¢ither by charging high- 
‘er prices for the product or by 


turning out a larger product. The 
effect of wage-inecrease has been 
to increase the cost of production 
all along the line. At present that’ 
cost increase is being met by high, 
charges for the same or a less out-. 
put than was produced under for- 
mer conditions. It will have to con- 
tinue to be made up in that way 
unless and until increased produc- 
tion spreads the added cost over a 
larger output. 

The man who hopes to maintain 
the present scale of pay, and to be 
able to live as well as he should 
be able to live at that scale of pay, | 
should ‘‘speed up.”’
